Plea Deal 
In Enron 

Scandal 

Accounting chief now a likely 
witness against ex- CEOs 

HOUSTON I A former top accountant at 
Enron Corp. sealed his plea deal with pros- 
ecutors, becoming a key potential witness 
in the upcoming fraud trial of former CEOs 
Kenneth Lay and Jeffrey Skilling. 

Lay and Skilling were granted two extra 
weeks to adjust to the setback before their 
much anticipated trial, the last and biggest 
of a string of corporate scandal cases, starts 
at the end of January. 

The accountant, 

Richard Causey, pleaded 
guilty to securities fraud 
Wednesday in return for 
a seven-year prison term 
— which could be short- 
ened to five years if pros- 
ecutors are satisfied with 
his cooperation in the trial. 

He also must forfeit $1.25 million to the gov- 
ernment, according to the plea deal. 

Causey’s arrangement included a five- 
page statement of fact in which he admit- 
ted that he and other senior Enron man- 
agers made various false public filings and 
statements. 

Lay, Skilling and Causey had been sched- 
uled to be tried together Jan. 17 on conspir- 
acy, fraud and other charges related to the 
scandal-ridden company’s collapse more 
than four years ago. The deal leaves Lay 
and Skilling with another opponent rath- 
er than an ally who has been part of their 
united defense front since the trio was first

CROSS PLAINS, TEXAS I Bythetime 
the smoke cleared Wednesday, more 
than 100 homes across wildfire - 
stricken Texas and Oklahoma lay 
in ruins and at least five people 
were dead, including two elderly 
women trapped in their homes by 
the flames. 

The hardest-hit community 
during Tuesday’s blazes was Cross 
Plains, a West Texas ranching and 
oil-and-gas town of 1,000 peo- 
ple some 150 miles from Dallas. 
Cross Plains also lost about 50 
homes and a church after the 
flames raced through grass dried 
out by the region’s worst drought 
in 50 years. 

Two elderly women there were 
killed after being trapped in their 
homes, said Sparky Dean, a spokes- 
man for the Department of Public 
Safety. And in Callisburg, near the 
Oklahoma line, another woman 
apparently fell and broke her hip 
and could not get out of her home 
before it was destroyed, firefight- 


ers said. 

No information was immedi- 
ately available on the fourth death 
in Texas. A fifth person was killed 
in Oklahoma. 


Most of the homes destroyed in 
Cross Plains were modest, working- 
class houses built during the 1930s 
and ’40s.

Fraudulent claims 
drained $200,000

Six have pleaded guilty to fed- 
eral wire fraud charges since the 
first indictments were announced 
in October, she said Tuesday. 

The fake claims drained at 
least $200,000 from the fund, 
with an average payout of about 
$1,000, Red Cross spokeswoman 
Devorah Goldburg said. The total 
could rise as the investigation con- 
tinues, she said. 

The Bakersfield site is the larg- 
est of three Red Cross centers 
set up to handle hurricane calls.

NEW ORLEANS I The knifc-wicld- 
ing man shot to death by police in 
a daylight confrontation that was 
caught on videotape had a long 
arrest record, the police chief said 
Wednesday. 

Anthony Hayes, 38, was shot 
Monday after allegedly lunging at 
police with a 3 -inch blade. 

Part of Hayes’ confrontation 
with 18 officers — though not the 
shooting itself — was videotaped 
by at least three bystanders. Hayes 
is seen waving his arms and bran- 
dishing the knife. 

Police Superintendent Warren 
Riley said Hayes had a long record, 
but he wouldn’t give details. 

He told reporters he knew 
nothing directly about Hayes’ 
mental health, only that relatives 
have told television stations he was 
schizophrenic. 

Two sergeants and one patrol 
officer fired nine shots after Hayes 
tried to stab a lieutenant, Riley said. 
He said he did not have an autop- 
sy report, so he did not know how 
many bullets hit Hayes. 

The incident began when Hayes’ 
credit card was rejected at a drug 
store, and he punched an employee, 
cutting open his face. 

The first two officers on the 
scene tried to calm Hayes, who 
pulled a knife, and 16 more offi- 
cers came to help, the chief said.

U.N. Endorses Iraq Election Results 


Official backs initial 
vote tallies, says team 
found poll to be fair 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A senior U.N. 
official said Wednesday that Iraq’s 
parliamentary elections were cred- 
ible and the results should stand, 
angering Sunni Arabs who have 
taken to the streets demanding a 
new vote. 

The U.N. endorsement, which 
came after opposition groups 
demanded international inter- 
vention, was likely to deflate their 
calls for the elections to be can- 


celed. It also was likely to move 
Sunni Arabs and secular Shiites 
closer to the bargaining table 
ahead of final results, expected to 
be announced next week. 

Preliminary results, which gave 
a big lead to the ruling Shiite reli- 
gious bloc, also indicated that Iraqi 
Deputy Prime Minister Ahmad 
Chalabi, a former Washington 
insider, will not be re-elected to 
the new 275 -member parliament, 
his office said. 

The United Nations official, 
Craig Jenness, said at a news confer- 
ence organized by the Independent 
Electoral Commission of Iraq that

his U.N. -led international election 
assistance team found the elections 
to be fair. Jenness said the number 
of complaints was less than one for 
every 7,000 voters. 


Also Wednesday, militants 
released a video of a French engineer 
kidnapped in Iraq three weeks ago 
and denounced the “illegal French 
presence” in the country, the Arab 
news channel Al-Arabiya report- 
ed. The video showed the hostage, 
identified as Bernard Blanche, sit- 
ting on a chair with two armed men 
on either side of him.

Beslan Probe Faults Police 


Report on school siege 
says officials ignored 
orders to boost security 

BESLAN, RUSSIA I Police ignored 
orders to step up security at schools 
— a directive that could have pre- 
vented the Beslan school hostage 
crisis in which 331 people were 
killed last year, the head of a par- 
liamentary commission investigat- 
ing the attack said Wednesday. 

When terrorists did seize the 
school, the operation to free the 
hostages was “plagued by short- 
comings,” with police unprepared 
to deal with the crisis, lawmaker 
Alexander Torshin said, summing 
up the results of a parliamenta- 


ry probe of the September 2004 
assault. 

The parliamentary report crit- 
ical of local police sharply con- 
trasted with conclusions from a 
separate investigation by prose- 
cutors announced one day earlier. 
Prosecutors said Tuesday that their 
probe did not reveal any mistakes by 
authorities in dealing with the siege 
in the southern Russian town. 

But the new conclusions brought 
no comfort to the residents of 
Beslan. 

“It is all fiction,” said Savkuz 
Dzhusov, who witnessed the events 
from his nearby apartment. “They 


will lie again and nobody will be 
held responsible for the dead chil- 
dren.” 

More than half those killed were 
children. 

Torshin said Interior Minister 
Rashid Nurgaliyev and his deputy 
sent telegrams less than two weeks 
before the Beslan raid instructing 
police in North Ossetia to beef up 
security on the first day of school. 

But on Sept. 1, 2004, only a sin- 
gle policewoman was posted out- 
side the school, and she was taken 
hostage by raiders demanding that 
Russian troops withdraw from

PARIS I Europe on Wednesday 
launched the first in a planned net- 
work of orbiters expected to make 
satellite navigation on Earth more 
precise, wider-ranging and free of 
U.S. control.

Ballpark Vote Weeks Away 


Council won’t revisit 
stadium lease until 
mid- Jan. at earliest 

WASHINGTON | AD.C. Council vote 
on a baseball stadium lease will not 
happen until at least mid- January, 
a top city official said Wednesday. 

“We’re doing a lot of analysis. 
We’re putting together a lot of 
alternative options that we can 
present,” said City Administrator 
Robert C. Bobb. 

While Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams was home ill on Wednesday, 
Bobb said the mayor was speaking 
daily with members of the Council 
and his staff about ways to get a lease 
agreement approved. 

“This needs to work through the 
Council’s legislative calendar, once 
we present our final proposal,” said 
Bobb. The proposal must be pre- 
sented to Major League Baseball 
President Bob DuPuy and the 13 


Council members. 

Williams had the original lease 
agreement pulled from consider- 
ation by Council last week when it 
became clear he lacked the seven 
votes needed 
for approval. 
Investmentbank- 
ers are requiring 
Council approval 
of a lease before 
they will allow 
Bobb the sale of near- 

ly $535 million 

in bonds to cover construction 
costs. 

Among the options being pro- 
moted to gain Council support are 
the sale of development rights for 
land surrounding the stadium, to 
help offset cost overruns for the 
project. 

“There are a number of options 
and alternatives on the table. 
Development rights is one of many 
points being discussed,” said Bobb, 


declining to provide specifics. 

The Williams administra- 
tion contends development rights 
would generate ample revenue and 
be an economic boon to the city. The 
mayor wants the 41,000 -seat stadi- 
um to be the anchor of a new shop- 
ping and entertainment district one 
mile south of the U.S. Capitol. 

The agreement between MLB 
and the District of Columbia gov- 
ernment — which led to the relo- 
cation of the Montreal Expos — 
called for conclusion of a lease 
agreement by Dec. 31. MLB owns 
the franchise now known as the 
Washington Nationals and refus- 
es to name new owners until a lease 
is finalized. 

MLB officials also have the right 
to pursue arbitration to come up 
with a leasing agreement. Bobb said 
while he wants negotiations to con- 
tinue, he would not be surprised 
if baseball officials exercised the

Delta Pilots OK

ATLANTA I Delta Air Lines Inc. pilots 
accepted a 14 percent pay cut in a 
deal their union negotiated with 
management to help the bank- 
rupt carrier cope with an expect- 
ed cash crunch. 

About 58 percent of the members 
who voted Wednesday approved the 
deal, which is the second double - 
digit pay cut Delta pilots have taken 
in 13 months. 

Delta and the Air Line Pilots 
Association, which represents the 
Atlanta-based company’s 6,000 
pilots, will now try to hammer

out a comprehensive agreement 
by March. 

Ultimately, 3,001 pilots voted 
to slash the average salary of rank- 
and-file pilots from $170,000 to 
about $146,000. The pilots also 
would give up other pilot pay and 
cost items equal to an additional 1 
percent hourly wage reduction. 

Before the two sides reached the 
tentative agreement, the union had 
threatened to strike if its contract 
was thrown out. 

The vote turned out an unusu- 
ally high 86 percent of the group’s 
members, said Capt. John Culp, the 
union’s spokesman. The fairly nar- 
row margin, he said, “reflected the 
pilot group’s anger over the conces-

Palmeiro Says His Test 
Results Still a Mystery

him tainted vitamins 

BASEBALL | Free-agent first base- 
man Rafael Palmeiro still isn’t sure 
why he tested positive for steroids, 
he told The New York Times for a 
story published Wednesday. 

The 41 -year- old Palmeiro was 
suspended in August for 10 days 
by Major League Baseball. His 
steroid test in May came up posi- 
tive — just six weeks after he told 
Congress he had never taken per- 
formance-enhancing drugs. 

“I wish I could pinpoint exactly 
what happened,” Palmeiro told the 
newspaper in his first public com- 
ments since the season ended.

I’m not 
certain of that; I can’t prove it.” 

He has said former Baltimore

Hats are as much a part of a winter survival kit 

as boots or gloves, but those latter pieces don’t real- 
^ ly have side effects. Hats do. Hat hair can come at 
you from any angle and attack any style and hair type. Just 
ask anyone who’s taken off her hat to find every strand of 
hair on her head going in a different direction. 


Hairstylist Marc Anthony is Cana- 
dian, which gives him an instant 
pedigree when it comes to knowl- 
edge about cold-weather hair. He 
says cold-weather hair is entirely dif- 
ferent from rest- of-the -year hair. 

“Essentially, static is caused 
by dryness,” says Anthony. We all 
know that rubbing a balloon on your 
hair will make your hair stand up 
— that’s just static electricity. Have 
you ever tried that on damp hair? 
It doesn’t work.” 

Anthony suggests using a mois- 
turizer, particularly a leave-in prod- 
uct. Apply a small amount to towel- 
dried hair before blow-drying. 

Style, both of your hair and your 
hat, also can cause “hat head.” 

Someone with straight hair 
should consider a knit cap, with 
the hair pulled into two loose 
braids right after it’s dried. Secure 
the braids loosely, so there will be no 
kinks when you take them out. 

When you get to your destina- 
tion, take the hat off and untwist 
the braids. You’ll be left with a loose 
wave. Anthony suggests touching up 
the top with afinishing spray or gloss. 

With an aviator cap — which 
is among the warmest styles 
because of its ear flaps — you can 
have either pin- straight or slightly 
bouncy hair. 

If you want a straight look, use 
a straightening cream as you blow- 
dry; if you want a gentle curl, use 


a curl lotion. Either way, your hair 
should be completely dry when you 
first put the hat on, Anthony says. 

Slide the cap on gently without 
having the hair move too much as 
you’re putting it on. When you take 
the hat off, comb straight hair or run 
fingers through curly hair. You might 
not even need gloss or finishing spray. 

If you like the look of a beret, go 
with curly hair, Anthony says, gen-

tly pulling the hat on over styled 
hair. With your fingertips, slide 
the hair up and the root under the 
beret just a little bit to give added 
lift at the crown. 

A wrapped scarf also works 
for curls, especially if it’s stormy 
and windy outside, because it can 
accommodate big curls. 

Anthony recommends using 
both a curl lotion and curl booster 
on damp hair and then using the 
diffuser on your blow- dryer to get 
the shape of the curl that you want. 
Once that’s achieved, gently drape 
the scarf over your curls and lightly 
wrap around your neck, which will

hold your hair in place. 

A fedora requires 
more upfront styling work. 
Anthony suggests a low-slung 
bow at the nape of the neck. It’s 
a bit more work, but the upside is 
the hat doesn’t interfere with the 
style so there’s nothing to do when 
you take the hat off 

To create the bun, either roll 
the ends of fully dried hair and 
pin them in at the nape so 
that the hair resembles 
an old-fashioned bob. 

The hat protects the 
curl at the bottom 
from becoming 
stringy. Or make a 
low ponytail, then 
twist until it natu- 
rally forms a bun. 

Secure with a few 
bobby pins.

Post Metro columnist MARC FISHER was online Dec. 22 and discussed the latest 
on the D.C. baseball stadium deal | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


What can Mayor Williams do to 
salvage the damage that Marion 
Barry has done to the baseball 
stadium deal? And why would 
anyone be negotiating with Barry 
anyway? 

No one is negotiating with Marion 
Barry. I love that Barry has figured 
out a way to get back into the lime- 
light, and I love it when he uses his 
towering political skills to belittle 
those of lesser talents, like the cur- 
rent mayor. 

But let’s not all fall for the 
Mayor for Life’s bluster: Not a 
soul in Major League Baseball is 
going to negotiate the stadium deal 
with the councilman from Ward 8, 
and the only prospective owners 
who may be talking to Barry are 
those who know they are pretty 
well out of the running. 

But can Barry cause havoc and 
gum up the works? Absolutely. Can 
he embarrass the mayor and his 
council colleagues? Well, they 
are arguably beyond embarrass- 
ment, but I have confidence that 
Barry can make it happen none- 
theless. 

Why do you think the mayor refrains 
from blasting Marion Barry for his 
latest shenanigans? 

The mayor decided long ago not to 
try to beat Barry at his own game 
— a wise decision, as Barry would 
win that confrontation every time. 
Williams knows his political limi- 
tations and uses them to his own 
advantage; he tries to manage Barry 
with a combination of humor, toler- 
ance and behind-the-scenes efforts 
to find common ground. It doesn’t 
work too well, but it’s better than 
the alternative. 

The Nationals are leaving D.C.; get 
used to it. MLB won’t back down 
because, if they do, the next time 
a team threatens to leave home 
unless they get a new stadium, or 
demands a new stadium as a con- 
dition for moving to a new city, 
those cities won’t take the threat 


seriously. D.C. will wave goodbye 
and pay a penalty rather than sub- 
mit to the disrespect dished out by 
white, rich, out-of-town suburban- 
ites (MLB). 

I like your argument and from a 
purely emotional sense, I would 
endorse it, but I can’t because 
I’ve heard from too many base- 
ball people that they have come 
to believe this is a very valuable 
market that will make them even 
richer, and for the lords of base- 
ball, that comes first. So until you 
find me the market where baseball 
would get $450 million and a free 
stadium for the Nats, they’re stay- 
ing here. 

It was my understanding that no 
stadium has ever made enough 
money to do anything but break 
even — even with new business- 
es. Isn’t relying on the stadium to 
become some sort of “miracle” a lit- 
tle optimistic, even for you? 
Nobody expects the stadium to 
make money. The idea is that the 
stadium would generate enough 
development around it to create a 
new neighborhood of downtown, 
and we already see more than 
enough developer investment in 
those blocks to know that that 
indeed will happen. The stadi- 
um’s job then is to bring in big 
crowds 81 days a year, which the 
Nats last summer proved will be 
no problem. 

Why is The Washington Post mov- 
ingyour column?

Every section of the 
paper except the A Section now has 
an index on its front. The idea is 
to make the paper more acces- 
sible.

Robert Randolph &

MUSIC I Want to end the year in 
the Holy Spirit? If so, then go to 
the 9:30 Club this Sunday and 
check out Robert Randolph & the 
Family Band. 

Randolph’s unique brand of 
backyard honky-tonk, blues, funk 
and gospel can be so potent it’ll 
turn the staunchest non-believer 
into a Bible-thumping Holy Roller. 
Well, at least as long as he’s deliver- 
ing his intoxicating, sweat- evoking 
concerts, which can be likened to a 
Wednesday-night church revival. 

If Kirk Franklin is the epito- 
me of blinged-out contemporary 
gospel, then Randolph character- 
izes the grungier apocalyptic side 
of it. With his distinctive steel- 
guitar playing and the rollicking 
countrified rhythms of his group, 
Randolph often evokes the eerie

soul-psychedelica of early P-Funk 
and the spooky electric blues of 
’80s era- James Blood Ulmer. Even 
Randolph’s peppiest songs have a 
devilish edge, in part attributable to 
the music’s emotional intensity. 

To be sure, Randolph sounds 
like a throwback bama compared 
to the flossy hip-hop theatrics of 
Franklin, but there’s no disput- 
ing his musicality. His prowess on 
the steel-guitar has attracted hip- 
sters like Medeski, Martin & Wood, 
Soulive, Dave Matthews and Carlos 
Santana. 

Also, Randolph’s two discs, 
“Live at the Wetlands” (Dare, 2002) 
and “Unclassified” (Warner Bros., 
2003) have both played a major 
role in reviving stripped-down 
Pentecostal- style gospel along- 
side the ever- expanding jam band 
scene, making it seem all so cool 
for young tie-dyed hippies to praise 
the Lord’s name in a loud, joyous 
celebration. 

And while you might not be com- 
pletely transformed, Randolph’s 
music will certainly touch you

There’s the Party 



A Trans Am show 
means a good time in 
any — every — genre 

MUSIC I Over the decade of its 
existence, Trans Am has never 
taken itself too seriously. The trio 
were among the first indie bands 
to sport the Ironic Mustache. 
They were early adapters of vin- 
tage synths among the post-rock 
scene. Their songs were always 
vocals -optional. 

But Trans Am is serious about a 
party — making loud, tight, dance- 
able rock since before Bloc Party 
and Franz Ferdinand were eligible 
for their high school proms. Along 
with the Apes and Rah Bras, they’ll 
be getting a jump on the new year 
this Thursday. 

Trans Am’s self-titled first 
album was an upbeat melange of 
square waves and nerdy grooves. 
Recorded by John McEntire (of 
Tortoise), it announced the cur- 
rent era in which past (aka classic 
rock) and future (aka Kraftwerk) 
collide. It also announced a new 
palette of possibilities for the 
D.C. scene. 

Over seven albums, the band 
weaved among a variety of styles. 
There was the funny, kitschy 
prog cheese of “Surrender to the 


Night.” The Atari utopianism 
of “Futureworld.” And in 2004, 
political protest with “Liberation” 
— their most ambitious and pointed 
work to date. 

But the beauty of a Trans Am 
show is that the deep thoughts are 


there for those that want them, but 
the grooves are for everyone all the

To Mali and Back 


Mamadou Diabate’s 
kora spans the sea, 
then returns home 

MUSIC I Anyone who caught the 
Mamadou Diabate Ensemble’s 
September concert at National 
Geographic or picked up the U.S.- 
based, Mali-born kora player’s 2000 
release “Tunga” knows that, backed 
by balafon, djembe, guitar and bass, 
he can throw down. Incorporating 
elements of jazz, blues and contem- 
porary pop, the band generated 
massive, trancelike grooves. 

But on 2005’s Grammy- nom- 
inated “Behmanka,” as well as at 
Thursday’s Millennium Stage per- 
formance, the focus is on tradition 


and solo virtuosity. Originating in 
Gabu, the 21-string kora has for cen- 
turies been the instrument of choice 
for Manding griots, orjelis. 

In Mali, music is ruled by fam- 
ily dynasties. Diabate had the good 
fortune to be born into one of the 
country’s most eminent musical 
clans, but this son of Instrumental 
Ensemble of Mali kora player 
Djelimory Diabate also had a pas- 
sion for the instrument. When his 
mother, concerned that music dis- 
tracted her son from his studies, 
took Mamadou’s kora away, he set 
about making himself a new one. 

Likened to a cross between a lute 
and a harp, the kora at its sweet- 
est sounds somewhat like a ham- 
mer dulcimer — if anyone liked the 


hammer dulcimer. 

But Diabate’s playing never cloys. 
Delicate arpeggios and quicksilver 
runs are set off with sharp disso- 
nances and percussive plucking. 
Shimmering highs are anchored 
by the deep bass tones of the kora’s 
longest strings. 

In the liner notes to “Behmanka,” 
Diabate explains that it was time 
“to show people how well you know 
your instrument,” to “play the songs 
my father taught me a long time ago 
... the way I do today.” He does his 
father proud, glenn dixon
